W. R. Gober, Presidiug E lder of the sacra­ 
m ento district, reported lots for church prop­ 
erty secured at Edgeworth, Berram station and 
Biggs ; churches built at Orland and Florin ; 
parsonage built at Nevada C ity; debts ra id at 
Fort Jones and Oroville ; im provem ents made 
at Red Bluff, Chico, Colfax. Auburn and Ophir ; 
conversions 011 nearly every charge and yen- 
little debt rem aining. 
The Lay Electoral Conference passed resolu­ 
tions in favor of the General Conference being 
composed of an equal num ber of laym en and 
m iuistersof each church sending one lay dele­ 
gate to the Annual Conference and of the Gen­ 
eral Conference continuing It. F. Crury. D. P., as 
editor of the California Christian Advocate. They 
unqualifiedly declared against the liquor tratlic 
and against Christians raising gra)>es for wine. 
They were in favor of all m easures for the sup­ 
pression of the sale of alcoholic liquors, aud for 
the preservation of the Christian Sabbath. They 
approved of the building of the Episcopal resi­ 
dence in San Francisco, and promised to aid in 
com pleting the paym ent for the samo. They 
m em orialized the General Conference to rate 
that the use of tobacco should be an im pedim ent 
to consecration to the office of Bishop. 
The Conference having investigated

W. L. Stephens and found him guilty, he has 
been expelled from the m inistry and from mem­ 
bership in the Church. 
F. J. Masters, S uperintended of the Chinese 
mission work, reported that the Women’s Mis­ 
sionary Society of the Pacific coast had done a 
good work in rescuing Chinese girls and women 
from slavery. The press has helped the societv 
by its words of com m endation, and more money 
has been raised for the work than in auv p re­ 
vious year. 
A. E. Hirst, D. D., who has just come from 
C incinnati to be President of the University of 
the Pacific, and J. M. Beard, who luis just en* 
tercd upon bis work as President of Napa Col­ 
lege, fq>oke to a crowded house last night in the 
interest of Christian education. The addresses 
were enthusiastically applauded.

In his letter of com plaint 
V ebster savs that after receiving notice that his 
resignation was dem anded he was inform ed by 
the Collector, in an interview, that 110 com plaint 
had been urged against his official conduct aud 
ability, hut that owing to great pressure there 
was a necessity that a vacancy should be made, 
and that the Collector said : 
“ You m ust rem em ber that our party has been 
out of power for twenty-five years, and you 
should be thankful for having been allowed to 
stay two years under a Democratic adm inis­ 
tration.” 
Zeberger says the request for Webster’s resig­ 
nation had beeu mude tor reasons am ply strong, 
aud that he had acted in strict conform ity w ith 
the civil service law, as he understood ft. In 
his testim ony before the Commission. Zeberger 
denied having said anything to Webster that 
could be construed into a declaration that the 
request was prom pted by political reasons 
"T h e reasons for his rem oval." said Zeberger, 
“ are in my own m ind and keeping.” And 
these he refused to state. 
The opinion observes that, while Zeberger 
states em phatically th at be did not sav to 
W ebster th at his resignation had been’ de­ 
m anded for political reason, vet he did not 
inform 
him that such were 
not his rea­ 
sons.

H. Cornwall, and 
Major-General Hayley. members of King Kala- 
kaua's staff; and leu ¡,-1 Fo-ter. the owner o f a 
large plantation in Oahu. 
The political news from Kal ikaua’s kingdom 
isso re w h a t contradictory. The Honolulu pa­ 
per» mainly treat of the revolution as an accom ­ 
plished fact, and political m atters are settling 
down to a »atisfnctory state, at least to those 
who worked the lever that overturned the old 
Ministry. The islands were ou the eve of an 
election for Nobles and Representatives. The 
result of this election was being looked forward 
to with no small degree of solicitation, as the 
struggle would he between the native elem ent 
and the foreigners. The form er constitute the 
voting strength ot the K alakaca party, and the 
latter uphold the reconstructed Governm ent 
and wield the m oral strength. 
Notw ithstand­ 
ing the opposing attitude of these elem ents, the 
foreigners have composed them selves for a 
peaceful future, in feeling of Assurance that 
they hold the controlling power. All agree, 
however, th a t the King is now a m ere puppet, 
virtually divested ot everything but his title, 
his income and his regalia» though the natives 
brood over his degradation, and would have him 
Kiug iu fact as well as in nam e if they could. 
Im m ediately upon the doekingof the steam er 
Majors Parker, Cornwall and Hayley proceeded 
to the Palace Hotel, Messrs [Parker and Hayley 
being accom panied by their sons. 
When seen 
by a reporter on the steam er, the gentlem en 
said nothi -.g new had occurred in the islauds 
since the departure o f ex-Prem ier Gibson, aud 
tha; all anticipation of further trouble had <1 is­ 
a: peared. The islands were now as quiet as at 
any p evious tim e during the reign of King Kal- 
akaua.

THE LATEST ATTEMPTED BOYCOTT. 


The hight of impudence, not to use a 
harsher term, was readied when a walking 
delegate of the Knights of Labor called 
upon (ieo. W. Halsey, President of the 
Newark (N. J.) I-eather Manufacturers’ 
Association. 
That business Organization, 
for reasons that seemed pro]ier to it, re­ 
fused to employ K nights of Lalior. W ith 
that we have nothing to do in this consid­ 
eration. 
Hut Mr. Halsey is a prominent 
Republican, and the General Executive 
Board of the Kuights resolved to boycott 
him in jKilitics. 
Accordingly they sent a 
walking delegate to him with a circular 
letter, and a threat to send it to every 
District Assembly in the U nited States 
unless the Association would yield the 
point at issue between it and the Order. 
The circular called on all K uights to boy­ 
cott the party on Mr. Halsey’s account. 
T hat gentleman replies! with spirit that 
his jKilitics and liis Ui-iiiess laire no rela­ 
tion to each other, and that he would be 
swayed in no manner by the threat made. 
I t so happens that many K nights of Labor 
are Republicans. 
Kejiublicanism is the 
political faitli of their convictions, and 
very naturally they resent the attem pt to 
blackmail men through their attachment 
to the porty of their choice. These pro­ 
tested in a very emphatic manner. 
This 
atteuijit to matte the Rojwrliliean jiartv re­ 
sponsible for the action of one of its mem­ 
bers in the ordinary course of his business 
is tyrannous. 
The resort to such desperate 
means is a confession of weakness on the 
part of the Knights. 
To jireserve a scem- 
ng of consistency t he Order should pro- 
ceeil to boycott the Democratic party also, 
since as many liemoorats as Rejiublicaiis 
in private business, have refused to obey 
the dictation of the K nights as to whom 
they should employ. The attcnqit upon 
Halsey will have a very different effect 
from that contemplated. 
It will tend to 
strengthen the party and to weaken the 
order, and even if the circular is not sent 
out, now that its contents are known the 
K nights will achieve nothing but dishonor 
an the matter.

LOCAL ^INTELLIGENCE, 


T h e J o h n s to n W in ery IS urned. 
About 11 o'clock Saturday night the Fire 
Departm ent was called out to attend to a 
fire at the Johnston Brandy and W ine 
Manufacturing Company’s distillery, near 
the gas works, but before they reached the 
scene the building was so fully taken pos- 
eession of by the fiames that under the 
most favorable circumstances it would have 
been impossible to save much of it. As it 
was, engine No. 1, in trying to reach a hy­ 
drant, mired down when a few yards from 
it, in consequence of the fact that the plat­ 
form upon which sprinkling carts drove to 
get water had been moved to another hy­ 
drant, and ashes used to fill the hole where 
the platform had been. After the engine 
got attached to the plug, it was found that 
very little water was obtainable, the main 
in that locality being small and apparently 
choked with mud. When the hydrant was 
• opened a substance came out that could 
scarcely be classed as liquid or solid. Evi­ 
dently, from the experience of the last two 
or three fires, some one is neglecting the 
work of examining the hydrants. It was 
fortunate that the wind was blowing from 
the city Saturday night, or the fire might 
have got into the lumber yards or among 
the buildings in the vicinity. The distillery 
was completely destroyed. 
It had not been 
in use for some months, hut was about to 
be made ready for the season's grape- 
crushing. It was insured for $5,U00, which 
probably covers the loss. The railroad 
oompany’s yard engines were on hand with 
water cars, and furnished good streams to 
protect the company's and other property 
within reach from the track. 
The Capital 
Cias Company's works had a narrow es­ 
cape from serious damage, as they were on 
the windward side of the burning building. 


C h in ese M u rd e r a t C o u rtla n d . 
Coroner Clark received word from Joseph 
Houston, of Courtland, Saturday evening, 
stating that a Chinaman bad been m ur­ 
dered at that place by another. Yesterday 
m orning the Coroner, accompanied by 
Deputy Sheriff Drew, went down and held 
an inquest. 
The evidence showed that Ah 
Bung, Lee Yun Hoo and tw oor threeother 
Chinamen, who had been working on \V. 
Lower’s hay-press, on one of the Runyon 
ranches, went ur> to Courtland Saturday 
evening. 
A bout'8 o'clock Lung and Hoo 
were sitting on a bench in Chinatown, Ah 
Gee and others close by. when Hoo sud­ 
denly stabbed Long in the left breast with a 
big knife, and immediately ran away, since 
which tim e he has not been heard from. 
The Chinamen near by did not hear any 
quarreling between deceased and his slayer, 
and testified that they did not know of any 
reason for the murder. Mr. Lower testi­ 
fied, however, that a week ago he heard Ah 
Hoo say that lie would kill Lung because 
of a debt he owed him and would not 
settle. The jury found that death resulted 
from a knife wound inflicted by Lee Yun 
Hoo. W hen the latter ran away he dropped 
two large new Chinese knives, with blades 
about a foot long, apparently manufactured 
out of rasps. The remains of the deceased 
were brought to the city, and a post mor­ 
tem examination will be held this m orn­ 
ing. 
His friends will come up to-day to 
attend his funeral.

board nature. We have a section of coun­ 
try embracing several counties which con­ 
tains the finest laod in the Union, and if 
those who have farms of abnorm al size 
can 
be 
induced to put some of 
it 
on the market at legitimate prices, it can 
readily he disposed of to actual settlers. 
We would not, under any circumstances, 
start a boom on big speculative prices— 
prices beyond the intrinsic value of the 
land—beyond a price which a man could 
make a return on his investment. 
A quiet 
dividing up of land to bona-fide settlers is 
nlljwe want.” 


IT IS FELT IN NEVADA COUNTY. 
The San Juan Timen, in speaking of Ne­ 
vada county says: ” Last week we m en­ 
tioned the fact that the land boom had 
reached this place, and had come to stay. 
It now fills our hearts with joy unutterable 
to he able to announce to the people that 
the half has not been told them . 
The 
boom is greater than we reported. Bartlett 
pears have advanced from one cent per 
pound to two cents ; apples from nothing 
to one and a halt cents per pound ; squash 
from five cents each to twenty-five cents 
apiece; tomatoes from nothing to two cents 
per pound. 
I.and which cost us $50 per 
acre in flush times, when hydraulic m in­ 
ing was in full blast, and which went down 
to zero, we are offered $25 per acre for. The 
way the boom is working we will soon get 
$100 per acre for it. We tell capitalists that 
now is the time to make investments in 
land in this section of the county.”

Consider also 
the rases of sunstroke, the suffering and 
deaths caused directly by the heat, in those 
same regions during "the sum m er; and the 
still more sorrowful cases of actual starva­ 
tion for the lack of the plainest food, in 
many of the large cities. Then contemplate 
the advantages of this favored clime, where 
food—even such articles as are regarded as 
luxuries in other localities—may be had in 
abundance, for very little cost or labor, and 
where a general temperature prevails at all 
seasons.

Even California is not the garden of Eden, 
and a man cannot live here like the lilies 
of the field, • which toil not, neither do 
they spin.’

“A settler in California (whether he comes 
as a capitalist, as a farmer, oras a laborer) 
can live with more case and persona! com­ 
fort, can live cheaper, can enjoy more gen­ 
uine luxuries, can obtain a greater income 
from a sm aller investment, aud by less 
labor, and can sooner secure a competency 
than in any other accessible portion of 
North America. In grandeur of scenery, 
variety of climate, soil and products it lias 
no peer in the world save Italy, which en­ 
joys a similarity of geographical condi­ 
tions.” 


ASSURED INCREASE OF 
POPULATION. 
The extension of railroads throughout 
the State, which will continue for many 
years, are crowding the railroad shops iii 
this city to tüeir utmost capacity. These 
shops m ust necessarily lie enlarged from 
time to tim e to meet the constantly-in­ 
creasing demands upon them, and in a few 
years will no doubt employ double the 
number of workmen employed at the pres­ 
ent time, which, of itself, will add several 
thousand to our population and greatly 
increase our prosperity.

AN EDITOR'S PREDICTION. 
The Galt Gazette, in discussing the boom 
question, says: It looks as if i he people of 
the Eastern States are beginning to find 
out that California is a wonderful country. 
Instead of going to Europe nowadays, there 
is a growing inclination on the" part of 
wealthy Easterners to take a vacation in 
this State.

The great Sacramento and 
San Joaquin valleys will in a few years be 
densely populated with thrifty families 
from the older States, and the vast amount 
of land that is now neglected will be 
brought up to a high state of cultivation 
and owned in small holdings. Sacramento 
and Stockton will he the im portant m anu­ 
facturing cities of the State, while Galt and 
Lodi will rank as municipalities of con­ 
siderable importance and population. In 
less than ten years these changes will be 
brought absut, and in much less time the 
most inveterate skeptic will realize the 
certainty of these predictions.

E ds. E ecord-Ukion : Our city fathers 
should not allow J street to be pre-empted 
for six m onths or more unless the parties 
obtaining the franchise shall commence 
work ‘within sixty days or less and then 
be required to build a definite length of 
railway each month thereafter. K street is 
more than a dangerous rival to J street, 
and the term er cau easily distance the latter 
if J street shall lay under a bond for a long 
period. 
Both streets should be compelled to com­ 
petí! against each other. It is quite jirob- 
able that electricity will be used as the mo­ 
tive power. Seventy-live per cent, of power 
is used to move a cable and the empty cars. 
On an electric road the expenditure of 
power is raised or decreased as the loads in­ 
crease or decrease, just as is the case in 
running the present street arc lamps. Each 
lamp cut off diminishes the power required 
by one horsc-power. 
The Capital Gas Company bought iast 
spring the electric works on Sixth street, so 
as to keep up with the times. Perceiving 
the present and future growth of the town, 
they have doubled their capacity by plac­ 
ing an additional engineof 150-horsepower 
in their enlarged station. Tliev can sell 
motive power sufficient to run any street 
railway in this city to that company which 
shall first make terms with them . The 
outfit will consist of a little grove between 
the usual rails, about three inches wide and 
six inches deep, appearing on the surface 
like the eable-groove. The cars could be 
quickly fitted with the driving machinery. 
W hile on this subject allow another sug­ 
gestion. The Southern Pacific Railroad 
can cheaply run an hourly train around 
the city, stopping every few blocks, and ac­ 
commodate a vast num ber of people who 
wish to live in the suburbs. One great 
good would be gained by their doing this. 
Although it has frequently been shown 
th at our levees are well-nigh invincible, 
yet many who are not acquainted with the 
fact will only be convinced by seeing for 
themselves how distant from "the base of 
the levee the water usually flows. There 
is no better way to demonstrate this than 
by a railway ride around our beautiful city. 
Let us have a few daily trains for this rea­ 
son if no other, and visiting strangers will 
come and settle with us, not only for its 
beauty of location but on account of its 
absolute safety at the junction of the two 
great rivers of this wonderfully fer.ile val­ 
ley.

The 
m atter of appointing a receiver was sub­ 
mitted, authorities to be tiled within five 
days. The restraining order, prohibiting 
work on the mine pending litigation, will 
remain in force until further order of the 
Cou . 
About 5 o'clock Saturday morning officer 
Carroll, who liad been watching the opera­ 
tions of a suspicious character at Front and 
K streets, sat down in a doorway and pre­ 
tended to be asleep. The suspect soon bit 
at the bait, took tlic officer’s ring from his 
finger and pocketed it, and was proceeding 
to relieve him of anything else of value that 
was handy when his “ victim” took him into 
custody. H e gave his name at Byron 
Burris. 
H e has been charged with va­ 
grancy, as a charge ot robbery would not 
stick under the circumstances. 
Fong Cliing, alias “ Little Pete,” recently 
convicted at Sau Francisco of attempting 
to bribe a juror, and sentenced on Saturday 
to five years in the State Prison at Folsom, 
was brought up last evening by Deputy 
Sheriff" Wilson, cn route to that institution.

C o m m itted to th e A sy lu m . 
The Commissioners of Lunacy on Satur­ 
day further examined Ma gie H ill, whose 
sad case the public are familiar with, and 
committed her to the Stockton Asylum. 
In making out the commitment they re­ 
marked : 
“ This girl was Seduced about 
three years ago. and since the birth of her 
child lias become entirely changed in char­ 
acter and disposition. She threatened vio­ 
lence to m ankind in general, and we fear 
the particular subject of her hatred will be 
assaulted when opportunity offers.” Judge 
Armstrong has appointed Sirs. A. E. I’eck- 
ham, Matron of the Protestant Orphan 
Asylum, as guardian of Miss H ill’s 2-year- 
old child. At the hearing in Court the 
mother became extremely violent, and de­ 
nounced Mrs. Peckham aud the ladies of 
the Asylum, and ejaculated : “ If I am 
insane, I have the strength of an insane 
woman, and I defy you to take my child 
from me ! 
W hy should I be made to suffer 
all ? W hy not punish the man who caused 
this trouble?” 
Judge Armstrong, in m ak­ 
ing his order, reviewed the case feelingly, 
denouncing Avery, father of the child, and 
expressing the hope that the Legislature 
would pass a law covering such cases. 
The Examiner of yesterday stated that on 
the previous evening Sarah Hill, sister of 
Maggie, called at the Call office, where 
Avery is employed, and wished to see the 
latter. The city editor interposed aud pre­ 
vented the accomplishment of her object. 
It is alleged that she struck him, and an 
officer was summoned, who put her under 
«'rest.
